WASHINGTON, July 13.—The cost 
of living, after rising sttadily since 
1907, except in 1911, took a downward 
trend during 1916. A report ty the 
Bureau of Labor, analyzing retail 
prices of 29 articles of food, shows 
that relative retail prices during 1915 
averaged 1 per cent lower than in 
1914. 
Meats, lard and eggs averaged from 
1 to 9 per cent lower, while potatoes 
were 22 per cent lower. Wheat flour, 
corn mel and granulated sugar were 
higher than in 1914; flour being 20 
per cent and sugar 11 per cent higher.

Misses and Then Shoots Himself 
Through Heart—About 21 
Years Old. 


A young man about 21 years old shot 
and killed himself with a revolver in a 
toilet room in the basement of the Ma- 
sonic Home this afternoon after he had 
been followed there by citizens and 


policemen who suspected he was a burg- 
lar, : 

He had locked the door on the inside 
and had fired one bullet through it when 
the policemen commanded him to sur- 
render.

The man then went down the alley 
and entered the yard in the rear of 
5534 Clemens avenue. Taylor called tu 


and told her to telephone the police, as 
he was trailing a burglar. 

At this point the stranger seemed to 
realize he was being followed. He ran 
east to Belt avenue and south to Von 
Versen and turned east again toward 
the rear entrance to the Masonic Home.

$6,525,000,000 A RECORD 


Exports Valued at $4,455,000,000, im- 

ports, $2,180,000,000—-Big Busi- 

? ness in Munitions. 

WASHINGTON, July 13.—The coun- 
try’s foreign trade during the fiscal 
year ending with last month, reached 
a total of $6,525,000,000, exceeding by 
many millions, all previous records, 
| according to preliminary figures an- 
neunced by the Commerce Depart- 
ruent. Exports were valued at $4,- 
425,000,600 and imports at $2,180,000,- 
000. The figures are based on com- 
plete returns for the first 11 months 
of the year and estimates for June.

The final taking of Contalmaison was 
accomplished with few casualties and 
the victorious troops when seen today 
were in triumphant spirits. The Ger- 
mans faced their machine guns as if 
expecting the attack from the south. 
but, keeping close under protecting cur- 
tains of fire, the British waves swept 
across a thousand yards, reached the 
ruins of the village and, taking the 
guns and gunners from the rear, forced 
them to surrender. 


Capture of Mametzs Wood. 
The Mametz wood was rusted from 
the side where the gunners were unpre- 
pared in the same way. This wood is 
something over 500 acres in area and 
had not been cleared lately and the un- 
dergrowth was so thick before the bat- 
tle the men had to force a passaxe 
through it by pulling the branches to 
one side. The explosion of shells in this, 
as in the Trones and other woods, which 
have been so fiercely contested, caused 
showers of fragments of limbs to fall 
on the troops. Machine gun bullets 
passed through trees of small diameter. 
The ldst 40 yards of the Mametz Wood 
were the hardest to take, because of 
the fallen trunks and limbs of trees, 
which formed a natural darricade. In 
some cases snipers posted in a tree were 
brought down when a big shell felled 
the tree. Some of the German wounded 
were pinned to the ground under the 
fallen trunks of trees and were removed 
with difficulty. The forest ruins are 
worse than the ruins of villages. 
“The orders were to go through the 
Mametz Wood,“ officers said, and we 
went through, dug fn on the other edge 
as told, and stuck.“ 
Commanding Generals have continu- 
ally cautioned battalion commanders 
against overeagerness when the chance 
for a rush seems good. This kind of an 
advance requires systematic methods 
with a minimum loss of life.

SUBMARINES CARRY 
WILL TRAVEL FREE 


Will Only Take Government and 
Perhaps Newspaper Mail— 
Also Without Charge. 


By KARL H. VON WIEGAND.

BERLIN, July 18.— We are in this 
business to make money,” said Alfred 
Lohmann of the Ocean company, owning 
the big German commercial submarines, 
just before feaving Berlin for Bremen 
today. “Under the circumstances, 
freight rates on our undersea boats are 
very high. 

“It must be remembered that we can- 
not insure our boats, and that if we lose 
one we have lost our money. We are 
being deluged with requests to carry 
mail, We could more than half fill our 
boats with mail bags going and com- 
ing, but the international postal regu- 
lations prohibit the carrying of mail for 
money on other than the regular mail 
route concessions, which wouldn't even 
pay a small fraction of our expenses. 

Will Carry Government Mail. 

“For that reason we will not carry 
regular mail. Our boats will carry the 
diplomatic mall pouches of the Ger- 
men Government, and, purely as a favor 
and accommodation, we may carry a 
few small bags of important letters for 
banks and commercial houses, and news 
Paper correspondence. That we will do 
free of charge. 


Wo also will carry securities, stocks 
and money. But in no way are our 
boats to be looked upon as mail boats. 
It will be hard to refuse the thousand 
requests, both in America and herd, to 
send letters. But as I have told you, 
we are in this business to help the 
Fatherland and to make money. To 
run this line on a business basis every 
cubic inch of space will be valuable.“ 

Lohmann denied that the boats would 
carry passengers, except, perhaps, an 
invited guest occasionally. 

“It would be practically impossible,” 


this type, in view of the law and regu- 
lations, national and international, re- 
garding a certain amount of cubic space 
for a person, life boats, etc.”’ 

The father and president of the 
world’s first submarine line freighters 
is being overwhelmed with congratula- 
tions, but is carrying his honors mod- 
estly. He is a shrewd business man, one 
of the most important commercial fig- 
ures in Bremen. Lohmann showed his 
own confidence in his scheme by putting 
the largest sum of money into the com- 
pany himself, which quickly brought 
others to him, and he particularly has 
the backing of the rich- and powerful 
North German Lloyd company. 

Brother Congratulates Him. 
Among the congratulations were those 
of Lohman’s brother, a Captain in the 
German navy, recently decorated with 
the iron eross of the first-class for 
bravery in the battle of Skager Rak, 
who arrived from Wilhelmshafen this 
morning. 

Lohmann denied that Capt. Koenig 
and the crew of the Deutschland had 
been trained in submarine work by the 
German navy. He stated that they had 
been trained on board the Deutschland 
from March, when the boat made its 
first dive, until it departed for Balti- 
more. 

“Our Deutschland is a merchant ship, 
engaged in the peaceful pursuit of trade 
and commerce,“ reiterated Lohmann, in 
commenting upon the London dis- 
patches from America, tending to show 
that the Washington Government is in 
doubt about the status of the Deutsch- 
land and undecided what attitude to 
take. 

“The Deutschland and the Bremen, 
the other craft which will follow, are 
commercial enterprises. The Deutsch- 
land is not armed with anything more 
than pocket knives or table cutlery. 
There is not even a revolver on board. 
There are no torpedoes, no torpedo 
tubes, and the vessel could not be used 
for submarine naval purposes without 
considerable rebuilding. 


Released From Military Call. 

“The crew are not from the navy, but 
from the merchant marine. Capt. Koe- 
nig was formerly with the North Ger- 
man Lloyd, where he commanded the 
excursion steamer Schleswig for some 
time. Under the laws of Germany they 
are, of course, subject to military ol. 
but the captains and crews have been 
definitely released to us by the Ministry 
of Marine until the end of the war, and 
their connection with the navy or the 
military definitely severed, 

“The status of the Deutschland and 
her crew is absolutely clear in law, and 
should prove to be no great * 
for Washington to solve.“

SENATE TAKES UP 
BILL 10 FINANCE 
NAVAL PROGRAM 


Measure to Be Continuously Un- 
der Consideration Until 
Final Vote. 


WASHINGTON, July 13.—The naval 
appropriation bill was taken up by the 
Senate today to be kept before it until a 
final vote is taken. The measure, as 
reported by the Naval Committee, sub- 
stitutes eight capital ships the coming 
year for thé House’s five, and specifies 
completion of the Navy General Board's 
five-year naval program within three 
years. 

Senator Swanson of Virginia, a Dem- 
ocratic member of the Naval Commit- 
tee, opened the general debate, declar- 
ing that to be safe the United States 
must become and remain without ques- 
tion the world’s second naval Power.“ 

“We had as well realize,“ he said, 
“that all of our rights, the preserva- 
tion of our institutions, the possession 
of our wealth, the enjoyment of our 
foreign commerce, the continuation of 
the Monroe doctrine and the ownership 
of the Panama Canal, are dependent 
upon our own strong arm, manifested 
and exercised through our navy. For 
this great nation, rich in all material 
Wealth and far richer in future possi- 
bilities, to risk all to the hazards of 
war and to become the prey of weaker 
nations merely for the lack of a suffi- 
cient naval strength, is to my mind the 
supreme height of national folly. 

“The unjust restrictions that Great 
Britain has imposed upon our com- 
merce during the progress of this war 
further emphasizes to us the necessity 
of having a navy large enough to de- 
mand and enforce our rights. In mod- 
ern commerce, with its varied trade 
complexities, the nation that is heip- 
dess upon the seas is the prey of all 
and has its future destiny 
directed by others.’’ 

Republican support for the bill was 
expressed by Senator Lodge If the 
essential <eatures of this bill are car- 
ried out,’’ he said, “it will do more for 
our peace than all the diplomatic notes 
ever written. The total amount of this 
bill is very large, but money spent on 
the American navy, in my opinion, is 
tre most economical expenditure that 
will be made by this Congress.“ 

As it passed the House the bill pro- 
vides for five battle cruisers and no bat- 
tleships, and contains no provision for 
a building policy extending into the fu- 
ture. A program of four battleships and 
four battle cruisers for the coming 
year and completion of the five-year 
program of 16 capital ships two years 
earlier than intended was decided on 
by the Senate Naval Committee after 
conferences with Secretary Dantels, who 
voiced the President’s desire that con- 
struction be speeded as much as pos- 
sible. 

The three-year program calls for an 
expenditure of 8588, 180,578, of which $315, - 
836,843 is appropriated for 1917. New 
construction in 1917 will cost $110,726,000. 
The House bill called for a total ex- 
penditure of $269,900,000 in 1917. 

The General Board's program pro- 
vides for this construction: 

Ten dreadnoughts (four this year). 

Six battle cruisers (four this year). 

Ten scout cruisers (four last year). 

Five fleet submarines (none this year). 

Fifty destroyers (10 this year). 

Fifty-eight coast submarines (27 this 
year). 

Three oil fuel ships (one this year). 

One repair. ship, one hospital ship, 
one transport. 

Two destroyer tenders (one this year). 

One fleet submarine tender. 

Two ammunition ships (one this year). 

Two gunboats (one this year). 

The House bill would bring the total 
enlisted strength of the navy up to 66,- 
000, but the Senate committee inserted 
a provision to provide for a peace 
strength of 70,700 and to give the Presi- 
dent power to recruit the 
strength to 87,000 in an emergency.

mitted to the Rogers 
asserted that the efficiency of the board 
had been impaired by the lack of co- 
operation of the appointing officials and 


the activity of spoilsmen. One clause in 
the report read: Responsibility éan and 
does rest alone with the Mayor.“ 

“I do not propose to dignify Rogers 
by discussing his report,“ said Mayor 
Kiel today. ‘‘He is simply seeking no- 
toriety. I have read extracts from the 
report, as published in the newspapers, 
but I have not read the full report. Pos- 
sibly I may get around to that later. 

When told that the Mayor had refused 
to discuss his report, Rogers said: 

The report, its basis and its truthful- 
ness stand for themselves. I don't care 
what the Mayor's criticism may be.“ 

Rogers was asked the meaning of a 
statement in his report that if there had 
been proper co-operation by appointing 
officials the board could have done as 
much work in three hours as it has done 
in three years. 

In replying to this question, Rogers 
insisted on making a written state- 
ment. It was as follows: 

J meant that as long as the charter 
provides a concentrated authority, as it 
does, a subordinate branch of the gov- 
ernment can work incessantly toward 
the enforcement of the law, but it can 
enforce the provisions only partially, 
unless it has the backing of the official 
in whom the authority is concentrated.“ 

Chief Examiner Cullen is now making 

an analysis of the duties of Henry I.. 
(Hank) Weeke's job as chief inspector 
of excavations in the Street and Sewer 
Department.

Wood's order set fortu had not been 
met by the two officers. The Surgeon- 
General will be asked for an opinion 
whether the disabilities found by the 
New York medical off. ers really would 
unme them for service, but decision will, 
of course, rest with Secretary Baker. 

The Secretary declined to discuss 
charges made by friends of Conley and 
Phelan that they had been the victims 
of personal or political enmity on the 
part of superior officers.

7,500,000 PHILIPPINE PESOS 
SOLD AT $600,000 PROFIT 


Rise in Silver of Lete Made Sale te 
British India W.se 
Move. 

MANILA, P. L, July 13.—The Phil- 
ippine Government has just sold to 
the Government of British India 
7,500,000 silver pesos at a profit of 
$500,000 over the original cost of the 
currency. The pesos when coined eaci: 
contained about 30 cents’ worth of 


silver, but the price at which they 
were sold was 38.6 cents. 

The phenomena! rise in the price of 
Silver the world over some weeks 
ago led officials of the insular Gov- 
ernment to study the question of the 
wisdom of disposing of a part of the 
silver hoard which the Philippines 
purchased at the low prices curren( 
in 1902 and 1903. 

At that time this purchase was 
made necessary by law to secure the 
issuance of 34,000,000 pesos of paper 
currency (silver certificates). A later 
law, passed in 1906, permitted a large 
part of this issue of silver certifi. 
cates to be secured by gold, but the 
Government then had in its vaults 
34,000,000 silver pesos, coined at a 
cost of 30 cents apiece.

Vigorou. Protest to Be Made to Tur- 
key Over Action of Governor- 
General of Syria.

DIE IN DAY FROM 


CHILD PARALYSIS 


Mortality Rate Climbs Again, but 
Number of New Cases, 117, 
Is Below Average. 


TOTAL OF DEATHS IS 311 


Physicians to Meet Tonight and 
Dr. Simon Flexner Will Be 
One of Speakers. 


NEW YORK,. July 13.—A slight de- 
crease inethe number of new cases and 


a marked increase in the number of 
deaths during the last 24 hours in the 
epidemic of infantile paralysis was 
shown in the daily bulletin issued by 
the Department of Health at noon to- 
day. During the 24 hours preceding 10 
o’clock this morning, 2% children died 
from the disease, and there were 117 
new cases in the greater ciby. 

This brings the total number of deaths 
to Sil and the total number of cases 
reported since the epidemic began to 
1557. 

New Jersey Not to Quarantine. 
The New Jersey State Health Depart- 
ment last night reported the total num- | 
ber of cases in the State as 60, with 11 
new cases for the day. The State Health 
Department has announced that it would 
not declare a quarantine against New 
York City, but would leave that to the 

local boards. 

While Health Commissioner Emerson 
declined to discuss the report that a 
New York -physician had succeeded in 
isolating the germ of the disease, great 
importance was attached by medical 
men to the meeting of physicians tonight, 
which will be devoted to a discussion of 
the disease which has cost more than 
250 lives in this city since the epidemic | 
began. 

Among the speakers will be Dr. Simon 
Flexner of the Rockefeller Foundation, 
who is devoting his energies to a study 
of infantile “paralysis. It was semi- 
officially admitted that scientists have 
progressed so far that they are testing 
a culture in which they believe they 
will find traces of the germ and ulti- 
mately isolate it.

of Health, yesterday afternoon; many 
re dations were made regarding 
infantile paralysis. 

Chief among the recommendations 
was one by Dr. F. H. Mathews, presi- 
dent of the Missouri State Board of 
Health, indorsed by all present, -that 
the hospital and Health Board of Kan- 
sas City place physicians at Union Sta- 
tion to Inspect incoming passengers;

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COURTHOUSE SQUARE’S OPEN FORUM 

. The police announce that our Trafalgar Square 
—the steps of, the courthouse—will be closed to 
volunteer, open-hir speaking. With the campaign 
coming on, some place for the informal discus- 
sion of public questions is needed, and this is well 
adaptéd to the purpose. Violent sentiments can 
take no more innocuous form than the oral ex- 
pression of such places in large cities, as London 
long ago discovered.

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WHAT Is % DERIVING. 

An opinion which ought to be read by every 
man who drives an automobile—and read to chauf- 
feurs who may not include ability to read among 
their acconiplishments—has been rendered by 
Judge McElhinney in the Clayton Circuit Court. 

He declares that the question of what is care- 
less or reckless driving is not altogether 
a question of speed, but is relative and depend- 
ent upon all of the attendant circumstances. A 
man may be driving at less than the speed limit 


Without French land yet be guilty of negligence which endangers 


the life, limb or property of others. 

Novel as this declaration is, among decisions 
in speed cases, it accords with sound principles 
of law and the reasonable rule that whoever en- 
gages in a dangerous matter is held to the high- 
jest degree of care to protect the public. Towards 
the public the driver of an automobile, a deadly 
engine surpassing every other vehicle in danger, 
and present upon every highway, should be held 
to the exercise of extraordinary care; and the 
proposition should be enforced in criminal as 
well as civil actions. The doctrines of negligence 
commonly applied to the operation of common par- 
riers and other vehicles and to the use of danger- 
ous weapons, would, if rigidly applied to motoring, 
vastly reduce its casualties and fatalities. Pro- 
tection against motorists amply exists in the body 
of the laws, but Judges generally have been slow 
to extend old principles to the new subject-mat- 


ter. |

RUSSIA ORGAMIKED FOR WAR. 
Interesting descriptions of internal conditions 
in-Russia make it plain that the tremendous de- 
velopment of military power with which the 
country has amazed the world proceeds from be- 
low, not from above; is a product of the whole 
people, not of the autocracy. — 

To provide for the national safety is an idea 
which has swept the vast territories of that coun- 
try as new ideas sometimes sweep America. The 
societies formed to promote various objects, all 
having intimate relation to national defense, are 
of countless number.

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U BOATS AND THE BLOCKADE. 

First Counselor von Haimhausen of the Ger- 
man Embassy says the arrival of the submiers- 
ible Deutschland prepares the way for an effort 
to force neutral nations to admit the illegality 
of the allied blockade. 

It is a little early yet for such an effort, which, 
of course, would be based on the principle that 
paper blockades need not be recognized and that 
to be legal a blockade must be effective. One 
swallow does not make a summer and one block- 
ade runner does not disperse blockading fleets 
now any more than 20 times one dispersed our 
Civil War blockading fleets. 

But the Germans are on the right track. The 
theoretical as well as practical aspects of the 
blockade would be seriously affected should a 
fleet of submersibles be able to come and go at 
will. The peaceful use of these craft may be 
more potent than their hostile use undertaken 
professedly in reprisal. 

The Deutschland has done much more to ad- 
vance Germany's cause and uphold her place 
on the sea than the U boat that sank the Lusi- 
tania;

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JOHNNISB IS MARCHING HOME AGAIN. 

“When Johnnie Comes Marching Home” was 
not merely a concession to the middle-aged play- 
goer. If there was any serious purpose in its writ- 
ing, it was to tell an entertaining story in which 
persons of a‘ much later period would be given 
some idea of the songs, the slang, the incidents, 
the manner of thinking and even the atmosphere 
of the patriotic Civil War period. 

But now “Johnnie Comes Marching Home” is 
liself only a reminiscence. Possibly the success 
ot its local revival may be attributed in part to 
new interest in the far-off time of which it gives 
a pleasant picture. But isn’t it more probable that 
it is due to a curious interest as to the sort of thing 
that could entertain audiences when the fathers 
of the present playgoers were younger men than 
they are now and fairly regular themselves in at- 
tendance on the passing show?
